he  grasps  with  a  pulling  mo¬ 
tion  to  complete  the  cycle.  • 
Careful  studies  of  casualties 
in  World  War  II  and  the  Ko¬ 
rean  conflict  resulted  in  a  new 
method  of  applying  tourni¬ 
quets. 

Previously,  a  tourniquet  was 
released  at  regular  intervals 
after  the  initial  application. 
This  periodic  release  was  used 
because  it  was  believed  that 
there  was  no  way  for  the  life 
fluid  to  enter  the  tissue  block¬ 
ed  by  the  tourniquet. 

Diffuses  Past  Tourniquet 
During  the  wars,  surgeons 
observed  that  new  blood  was 
actually  diffusing  past  the 
tourniquet.  The  release  of 
the  pressure  band  resulted  in 
losses  of  blood  which,  too  of¬ 
ten,  led  to  death.  This  medi¬ 
cal  revolution  has  fathered  the 
new  method  of  applying  a 
tourniquet  and  leaving  it  ap¬ 
plied  until  a  doctor  is  reached. 

Students  successfully  com¬ 
pleting  the  College  first  aid 
course  receive  health  certifi¬ 
cates  certified  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross. 

It  is  Mr.  Milner’s  belief  that 
in  the  near  future,  each  pros¬ 
pective  teacher  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  possess  a  certified 
health  certificate.
